Courting Disaster 

Occupy Orange County failed to take the Reagan Courthouse last week. 

So what’s next?

F or several hours on Jan. 20, 

Orange County activists 
besieged the Ronald Reagan 
Federal Building and Courthouse 
in an action timed to coincide with 
similar protests around the nation 
from Oakland to Atlanta to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. Boldly titled “Occupy 
the Courts,” the protest was sup¬ 
posed to draw thousands. Instead, 
only 100 or so people showed up, 
and before darkness fell, it was 
clear that while Occupy Orange 
County may not be over just yet, 
the movement’s death throes are 
becoming hard to miss. 

Rather than a boisterous crowd 
of angry 99-percenters threaten¬ 
ing to storm the halls of injustice, 
passersby were greeted with hack¬ 
neyed street theater performed 
several times throughout the day by 
four activists who wore cardboard 
boxes painted to resemble high-rise 
buildings and emblazoned with the 
names of various multinational cor¬ 
porations including Exxon, Mon¬ 
santo, GE and Goldman Sachs. The 
actors awkwardly stepped on one 
another’s lines and did a clumsy 
Rockettes impression while singing 
the satirical ditty “Corporations 
Are People, Too.” 

The message was earnest, but 
there was something pathetic 
in the theatrics, which began as 
scheduled at 11 a.m. By early after¬ 
noon, it was clear the majority 
of Orange County’s self-declared 
“occupiers” would be no-shows. 

Nicholas Dorsey, an 18-year-old 
who has been a part of Occupy 
Santa Ana since its inception in 
October 2011, stood alone on the sidewalk while three 
armed, uniformed lawmen across the street texted on 
their cell phones. He held out hope the second half of 
the event would see a boost in attendance. 

“It’s a little too early to tell at the moment,” Dorsey 
said. “I know a lot of people who aren’t up early in the 
morning or who may be at work. It’s too early to call it 
a failure.” 

When Occupy Wall Street first sprang up in Zuc- 
cotti Park last September, it had not only numbers, but 
also momentum. People across the country, fed up 
with corporate and banking malfeasance and a govern¬ 
ment unwilling to prosecute the offenders, watched 
uploaded images of unarmed protesters getting pepper 
sprayed while corralled by bright-orange New York 
police nets. Folks were pissed. Soon, protesters in 
Oakland were getting their heads cracked by tear-gas 
canisters, and little old ladies were being Maced by 
helpfully fascist cops in Seattle. 

Shortly before the occupation of Los Angeles City 
Hall materialized, D’Marie Mulattieri, an unemployed 
executive assistant from Irvine, created an Occupy 
Facebook page for Orange County. A skilled organizer.

she was soon coordinating conference calls and hold¬ 
ing planning meetings in her home. She assembled 
a sprawling group of people that volunteered for 
various committees, ready to stand in solidarity with 
protesters in New York. After Irvine Occupiers spent 
two weeks sleeping on the sidewalk in front of City 
Hall, more than 70 people went before the Irvine City 
Council and passionately demanded they be allowed 
to camp on the lawn. The city obliged. 

Confounded by the movement’s lack of leader¬ 
ship and partisan alliances, the media continued to 
ask, “What is Occupy’s message?” Whether we got it 
or not, though, we were paying attention. And with 
throngs of activists setting up shop in public squares, 
parks and city halls, groups of officials—including 
mayors, city councils and the Department of Home¬ 
land Security—were paying attention, too. But though 
every effort was made to keep the movement pure of 
outside organizations that would pollute the message 
with sectarian partisanship. Occupy couldn’t delay 
the inevitable. 

About four hours into the Jan. 20 protest at the 
Reagan courthouse, a small group of elderly men and

women sat hunched along a water foun¬ 
tain’s edge, blinking in the afternoon sun 
as they listening to a pitch from someone 
with Healthy California urging folks to 
call Senator Lou Correa in support of 
state Senate Bill 810. This speech was 
preceded by an exhaustive lecture on 
campaign-finance law and the shadiness 
of Super PACs, which allow massive 
anonymous campaign donations to poli¬ 
ticians. The answer? Vote for Assembly 
Bill 1148. 

Speakers such as Green Party mem¬ 
ber Jane Rands urged the thin crowd to 
“occupy” the voting booth in November 
and received scattered applause; the scene 
had the mirthless aesthetic of a football 
game at which the cheerleaders are 
unaware the contest has been lost. What 
was clear, if only to all but the few direct 
participants, was that an experiment in 
Orange County’s activist history had just 
been reduced to another impotent rally to 
be filed under soft news by the local affili¬ 
ates, whose cameras rolled nearby. 

Mulattieri says the movement has sim¬ 
ply entered a new phase. After Irvine dis¬ 
mantled its camp on Jan.ll, she distanced 
herself from Occupy Orange County, 
which now resides at a small encamp¬ 
ment near the Brea Dam in Fullerton, 
adjacent to a 50 mph speed zone on Har¬ 
bor Boulevard, obscured from traffic by 
an array of tall trees. “Occupy Wall Street 
is moving toward a Martin Luther King, 
Jr.-style protest,” she says. “They’re basi¬ 
cally giving up on the occupations.” 

Others, such as 32-year-old activist and 
human-rights documentarian Synthian 
Sharp, argue the tents are as vital now as 
ever. “It was only through the methodol¬ 
ogy of the tents that we were able to gar¬ 
ner national media attention,” he says. 

Whoever is right about the movement’s 
future, it’s clear things are in transition, 
and whatever emerges—weekly marches, 
think tanks or general assemblies—it 
won’t be an occupation. The end of that 
phase occurred in late November, after 
weeks of raids and mass arrests across 


the country. Then, in the local occupa¬ 
tions in the pre-dawn hours of Dec. 12, 
when as many as 300 activists attempted 
to shut down the Port of Long Beach fol¬ 
lowing the raid on Occupy Los Angeles. 

The goal was to create a community 
picket line and hinder traffic in and out 
of the busy SSA Terminal, partly owned 
by Goldman Sachs. As protesters faced 
off with riot gear-clad police officers, 
shadowed by Coast Guard and Harbor 
Patrol boats, little vehicle traffic came 
into or left the dock gate. For a moment, 
it looked like success was Occupy’s. 

But as cops slowly inched people back 
to where they started, one man looked 
across the docks, dejected. 

“My friend, we went down the wrong 
road,” he said as he pointed to a truck 
rolling across a bridge in the distance. 
“That’s where we were supposed to be.” 

As the sun set on the Reagan Court¬ 
house on Jan. 20, a small group of 
die-hards huddled near the building’s 
entrance. As one strummed an acoustic 
guitar, hollow lyrics rang out for almost 
nobody to hear: “We will occupy the 
streets, we’ll occupy the courts, we’ll 
occupy the office of you—till you do the 
bidding of the many, not the few.” 

Standing nearby, Santa Ana occupier 
Edith Gonzalez, a twentysomething 
activist who was arrested in the Los 
Angeles raid, resisted questions about the 
dismal showing and did her best to put 
a positive spin on the day. “I honestly 
thought it was going to be bigger,” she 
said. “It’s not happening here, but shit 
is going down in Oakland and San Fran¬ 
cisco_It doesn’t surprise me—it’s fuck¬ 

ing Orange County.” 

She paused for a second, then added, “It’s 
our location. But you can’t not do something 
because of where you’re at. You’ve got to try. 
And we’re going to keep on trying.”

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Can one of the country's largest Middle Eastern neighborhoods 
patch up its rivalries to become OC's next famous ethnic enclave?

A n onshore flow sways the palm trees of Anaheim’s Brookhurst 

Plaza, a cul-de-sac of one-story strip malls surrounding a parking 
lot. The breeze gently flaps through the flags of Egypt, Iraq, Pales¬ 
tine and other Middle Eastern countries that fly on poles around 
the shops. Nearly three years ago, a fire erupted here, damaging 
five businesses and severely affecting the bottom line of those that survived. 
But today, Brookhurst Plaza is a hive of commerce: The parking lot is chroni¬ 
cally full, and the businesses hum with continuous activity. 

Above the tables outside Olive Tree (named the county’s best Middle East¬ 
ern restaurant the past two years by the Weekly), a green canopy provides 
shade from the unseasonably warm noontime sun. As the ululating rhythms 
of Arabian music play from two outside speakers, Rashad Al-Dabbagh places 
an order for chicken shawarma while discussing his vision for this section of 
Anaheim, where Brookhurst Plaza isn’t a hidden treasure, but rather the norm: 
an officially designated cultural destination called Little Arabia, complete 
with freeway signs and city approval, that will make it something as large and 
nationally known as Little Saigon. 

“It should be viewed as a positive thing for Anaheim, not Arabization’ or 
Tslamization,’” says Al-Dabbagh, communications director for the Syrian Ameri¬ 
can Council. “In fact, we’re more interested in bringing non-Arabs to these res¬ 
taurants. There are a lot of reasons why people visit Anaheim. They come for an 
Angels game, to watch a hockey game or to go to Disneyland. The idea is when 
someone is coming to Anaheim to watch an Angels game, let’s have them stop by 
Little Arabia and have lunch.” 

Brookhurst Plaza stands at the northern end of this unofficial Middle 
Eastern district of Orange County that stretches along Brookhurst Avenue 
between La Palma Avenue and Garden Grove Boulevard in Anaheim, spills 
west toward Magnolia Street and east toward Euclid Avenue (with spillover 
in Stanton, Garden Grove and Fullerton). The community is one of the largest 
of its kind in the United States, with dozens of grocery stores, halal meat mar¬ 
kets, hookah lounges, bookshops and clothing stores, many opening within 
the past decade and drawing regular customers from as far away as San Diego, 
Fresno and the Inland Empire. Arab and Muslim professionals have set up 
nonprofits and other offices in the area, and in the classic American narrative 
of immigrants asserting themselves in their new country by establishing an 
ethnic enclave, the sector has also attracted more and more residents.

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As part of a younger generation of 
Arab-Americans picking up on what 
an earlier business class started in the 
late 1980s, Al-Dabbagh and others have 
turned to social media as a means to pro¬ 
mote the idea of Little Arabia. But even 
in Brookhurst Plaza, with its flags rep¬ 
resenting Arab countries flapping in the 
wind, there is trouble in the oasis. 

Two storefronts down from Olive Tree 
Restaurant is Forn Al Hara, a bakery serv¬ 
ing Middle Eastern-style pizzas and pas¬ 
tries. Its affable owner, Muhammad Alam, 
allows sit-down eaters to dine first and 
pay later. His establishment flew an Egyp¬ 
tian flag alongside Valentine’s Day deco¬ 
rations last February. During 201Fs Arab 
Spring, Little Arabia became a gathering 
point for numerous celebrations, with 
spontaneous rallies attracting hundreds 
of participants and the attention of media 
outlets across the world as regime after 
regime fell, including Egyptian president 
Hosni Mubarak’s nearly 30-year reign. It 
was the Main Street of Arab America, a 
place where a reporter could parachute in 
for an easy quote or photo opportunity. 

But by September, the bakery would 
And itself a pariah, blacklisted by activ¬ 
ists upset it wouldn’t pull its ads from 
The Arab World Newspaper, published 
by Ahmad Alam, Muhammad’s brother 
and a major property owner in the area. 
The newspaper and its editor in chief 
were accused of being supportive of 
Syria’s President Bashar al-Assad as his 
regime violently cracked down on the 
ongoing lO-month challenge to his rule. 
Soon, other businesses became subjects 


of rumors, graffiti, boycotts and threats 
based on loyalty or opposition to the cor¬ 
rupt rulers of the Middle East. 

The very uprisings that have brought 
the prospect of freedom to the Arab 
world now threaten to fray Little Arabia’s 
own movement at mainstream accep¬ 
tance. “With Egypt, we were all united,” 
says Al-Dabbagh, “but after Syria, every¬ 
thing changed.” 

Prior to the arrival of Arab merchants 
and families, the section of West Anaheim 
that activists hope to officially designate 
Little Arabia was popularly known as 
the Gaza Strip—not because of suburban 
solidarity with the Palestinian cause, but 
because of an unincorporated area called 
Garza Island. Rising from agricultural 
fields in the 1950s post-World War II 
building boom, the Gaza Strip hosted a 
collection of dive bars, restaurants, and 
mom-and-pop stores on the main streets, 
with tract housing and apartments in 
the neighborhoods giving it a distinctly 
working-class feel. The area’s most 
famous business is Linbrook Bowl, a leg¬ 
endary bowling alley that Huell Howser 
has profiled and whose Googie-style sign, 
complete with rotating pin, still lights up 
every night. 

But by the 1980s, white flight left the 
Gaza Strip mostly abandoned or replaced 
with seedy businesses. “When we moved 
to the strip here in Brookhurst, it was 
drug-infested,” says Belal “Bill” Dalati, 
a brawny, 6-foot, Syria-born business¬ 
man who moved to Anaheim in 1987 and 
runs a real-estate agency. Dalati’s Inc. is 
located roughly in the middle of Little 
Arabia, across the street from a Sizzler 
that advertises halal meals. “There was 
prostitution all over and a lot of empty 
businesses. Arab-Americans played a big 
part in improving it.”

With his work in real estate, Dalati 
began buying distressed homes and sell¬ 
ing them to Arab and Muslim immigrants; 
thanks to the reasonable building prices 
at the time, an influx began. Another 
pioneer immigrant was Ahmad Alam, a 
Lebanese native who came to the U.S. 
in 1971 to study at Cerritos College. He 
ended up buying Brookhurst Plaza, with a 
location for the offices of The Arab World 
Newspaper, which began publishing in 
1996 and was Orange County’s first Ara- 
bic-language newspaper. As did Dalati, he 
envisioned something more for incom¬ 
ing Arab merchants—but he is a bit more 
boastful than Dalati. 

“I started the idea and the project of 
Little Arabia,” Alam says, claiming he 
started in earnest in 1989. “I brought 
all the merchants to it. The Arab World 
Newspaper had a big campaign for four 
years advertising and encouraging people 
to move to that area. We had free ads for 
every new business that opened there. 
That’s what started it all, and it’s still 
going on now.” 

Alam says he personally recruited 150 
families to relocate to Anaheim during 


the 1990s, and his boosterism continues: 
Six months ago, he arranged for a Middle 
Eastern market to buy a 45,000-square- 
foot building on the corner of Katella 
Avenue and Euclid Street; it is expected 
to open soon. 

As Little Gaza experienced a rebirth, 
the Arab-American community began 
creating institutions that would help 
establish a positive public profile. Alam 
and other Arab-American businesses 
founded the Arab American Council in 
1996, the same year he helped to start 
the Arab-American Day Festival, a yearly 
carnival of rides, booths, music and food 
held in Garden Grove. After 9/II, mer¬ 
chants met with the Anaheim police chief 
over police harassment of their patrons; 
chatter emerged that one of the com¬ 
munity’s own should run for a seat on the 
City Council, a proposition Dalati acted 
on in 2006. 

“I wanted the Arab-American com¬ 
munity to become more civically 
engaged and to give back to Anaheim, 
which has given so much to me,” he 
says of his motivation to run. Over the

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years, Dalati had worked with the Arab 
American Council, the Arab American 
Day Festival and the social-service 
agency Access; served on the board of 
the Eli Home; and was involved in Ana¬ 
heim’s Cultural & Heritage Commission. 
His City Council candidacy, however, 
encountered immediate controversy. 
Former state GOP chairman Shawn 
Steel sent a letter to local Republican 
officials labeling Dalati an anti-Amer¬ 
ican with sympathies for “extremist” 
groups, pointing to his support of the 
Council on American Islamic Relations, 
whose Southern California office is 
located on Brookhurst Street. 

The move brought national atten¬ 
tion of the wrong kind, and Dalati lost. 
Dejected by the lack of support in the 
face of such accusations, he left the 
Republican Party and re-registered as 
a Democrat. “I learned that the true 
Americans are open-minded,” he reflects. 
“Then, there are people who are racist. 
For someone like me, who is an Arab 
Muslim from Syria, it is very tough. Here 
in Anaheim, as there are many patriotic 
Americans; there’s also the other side 
that looks at me with suspicious eyes, as 
if I’m the Manchurian candidate.” 

He tried again in 2010, holding a cam¬ 
paign rally at Brookhurst Plaza. With Lit¬ 
tle Arabia gaining increasing media atten¬ 
tion, the community became a campaign 
issue on which he was often pressed. “As 
a politician, I kind of didn’t like the idea 
of the city getting involved in it, and I 
was against the idea of Little Arabia being 
named officially,” he says of his stance. 
“But right now, I’m opening to the idea. 
[The younger generation] have made it so 
attractive. I might just jump on board and 
support it.” 

Alam minimizes the role Dalati has 
played in legitimizing the enclave. “He 
did participate in it, but he did not build 
it,” Alam says. “He came in and opened an 
office and became one of the merchants 
over there. That’s all he did.” 

Once friends, the two pioneers are no 
longer on speaking terms because of what 
brought Little Arabia its recent main¬ 
stream attention. 

“The Arab Spring has always been a 
dream of ours as Arab immigrants,” says 
Dalati. “The reason we left our countries 
is because our governments were so 
corrupt and our dreams were dull and 
futureless. When the Arab Spring started 
in Tunisia, we supported that big time 
as Syrians. When it moved to Egypt, we 
were even happier. We thought it was 
going to spread all over the Middle East. 
Alam, I and everyone else supported 
every other revolution.” 

When the wave of discontent reached 
Syria last year, Dalati initially wanted to 
play it cautiously from the middle. He 
hosted a meeting in his office for loyal¬ 
ists and the opposition, and an attempt 
was made to find five common agree¬ 
ments that would keep the community 
bound together. “I was stuck in the mid¬ 
dle for the longest time, even though my 
family and I were always on the opposi¬ 


tion side,” he says. “But yet, I wanted 
to be in the middle and make sure we 
didn’t lose one another as a community 
because we’ve known one another for 
years and always worked together until 
this revolution came about and sepa¬ 
rated us.” 

The meeting was for naught: Dalati’s 
office was vandalized with pro-Assad 
graffiti soon after. Weeks later, a Garden 
Grove travel agency was spray-painted 
with pro-opposition messages. 

Attention soon turned to Alam and The 
Arab World Newspaper. “He was on the 
loyalist side,” Dalati says matter-of-factly, 
“and we’re not on good terms anymore.” 

The very periodical that published an 
early map of “Arab Town” in the mid- 
1990s, long before it became a viable 
reality, became a target for anti-Assad 
organizers. Not only did they call for a 
boycott of businesses that didn’t pull their 
ads from the newspaper, but they also 
targeted Assad’s Arab American Festival. 

A Facebook page stated Alam “shamefully 
stood against our fellow innocent Syrians 
by supporting the brutal Assad regime 
which is KILLING SYRIANS peacefully 
demanding freedom.” 

But Alam takes issue with his critics’ 
characterization. “We don’t want to bring 
the problems of the Middle East to our 
life here. This is what we’re against,” he 
says. “Some of those who protested, they 
want us to be against the regime in Syria, 
as far as my newspaper. What goes over 
there has nothing to do with our lives, but 
we do care about people getting killed. 

We feel sorry for them, but we’re not 
going to pick sides because picking sides 
is politics.” 

On that note, Alam chastises Dalati 
for his opposition sympathies. “The guy 
is forgetting he is a U.S. citizen and that 
he ran for office a few times,” he says. 
“He should really be taking care of his 
country, the United States, not taking 
care of Syria.” 

Dalati brushes off the critique. Earlier 
this month, he departed on the Liberty 
Convoy for Syria, a humanitarian mission 
aimed at delivering food and medical sup¬ 
plies to distressed areas that was stopped 
at the border. “The Syrian conflict is 
going to be over soon, and I’m hoping that 
we can get back together as a commu¬ 
nity,” he says, predicting the regime’s fall. 
“Those people who are encouraging the 
killing, I can’t get along with anymore.” 

On Jan. 6, his cousin Samir Dalati was 
shot and killed in Zabadani, a suburb of 
Damascus. YouTube videos showing his 
corpse, a gaping hole below his armpit a 
graphic reminder of Assad’s iron hand, 
went viral across Little Arabia via email. 

While the older generation bickers, the 
younger generation dreams. 

“I don’t think [the Syrian conflict] 
should affect our ability to work together 
on the Little Arabia project, or other local 
issues that are important to the Arab 
community,” Rashad Al-Dabbagh says. 
“Personally, I don’t have a problem coor¬ 
dinating with others to advance this proj¬ 
ect, even if I have a completely different 
take on the Syrian revolution against the 
Assad regime than the one they have.” 

Born in Saudi Arabia to a Palestinian 
father and an Armenian mother from

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Lebanon, Al-Dabbagh moved to Pasadena 
in 1999 to attend college. “For a while, I 
didn’t know [Little Arabia] existed, but 
I had an uncle who lived close, so I vis¬ 
ited and eventually learned about these 
shops and grocery stores,” Al-Dabbagh 
recounts. “Eventually, I moved to Ana¬ 
heim. ... When you’re away from home, 
especially when you’re new, you want 
something to remind you of home.” 

Al-Dabbagh has teamed up with 
Omar Masry, an Iraq War veteran born 
in Glendale to a Lebanese father and 
Saudi mother who works as a city plan¬ 
ner for Irvine. “I’m a little more on the 
assimilated side, if you will, of the Arab- 
American community,” he readily admits. 
Masry got into the idea of Little Arabia 
after reading a February 2010 profile in 
Sunset magazine of Artesia’s Little India 
section and wondered why Anaheim 
didn’t create a similar site for its Arab 
neighborhood. “Official designation helps 
to put you on the map, literally and figu¬ 
ratively. Short of that, we’ve got a couple 
of major challenges,” Masry says. “If you 
look just down the street at Little Saigon 
in Westminster, they have some natural 
advantages in having an overwhelming 
and mostly unified population. We’re a 
disparate group. We’ve got Egyptians, 
Syrians, Palestinians, Lebanese, and Arab 
Christians and Arab Muslims. It isn’t uni¬ 
fied or homogenous.” 

Masry and Al-Dabbagh broached the 
idea with other young Arabs, talking up 
the idea at mixers for Orange County’s 
Network of Arab-American Professionals, 
many of whose members have businesses 
in Little Arabia. They also launched a 
campaign during the 2010 Census to 
encourage people to write “Arab” on the 
form’s race question, as well as a Face- 
book page and Twitter account to send 
out links and updates on the latest busi¬ 
nesses to open in the district. “Let’s cre¬ 
ate an official ‘Little Arabia—Anaheim’ to 
recognize the Arab-American community 
centered on Brookhurst Street in Ana¬ 
heim!” reads the Facebook page. “Soon 
enough, we will be asking everyone to 
contact Anaheim City Council to support 
an official recognition motion.” 

The ambition for official recogni¬ 
tion, however, faces numerous obstacles 
beyond the divisions within Little Arabia. 
First, as Masry notes, no formal organi¬ 
zation is behind the idea. “For now, the 
whole idea is to get the property owners 
and merchants organized and look at 
things like improving property together,” 
he says. 

There is also much pushback from 
residents who’ve lived in the area for 
decades, since before the Arab influx of 
the 1990s. During the 2010 election cycle, 
the West Anaheim Neighborhood Devel¬ 
opment Council (WAND), held a City 
Council debate at which it questioned all 
the candidates on the idea of an official 
designation of Little Arabia. “They were 
not for the idea,” says Masry. 

The opinions of elected officials on 
the Anaheim City Council also differ, 
and there has been no solid statement of 



full support. “I’ve heard both sides of the 
arguments,” says council woman Lorri 
Galloway. “Some people say it might be 
better for business; some people would 
rather be integrated, rather than segre¬ 
gated. To me, I would like to know what 
the majority of the Arab-American com¬ 
munity thinks. I would love to take it to 
the community and understand the pulse 
of the community.” 

Mayor Tom Tait is more decisive. 
“Anaheim has one of the most ethnically 
diverse populations in the nation,” he 
says. “We celebrate the rich array of busi¬ 
nesses that have thrived in our city, and 
designating one area of Anaheim for one 
group does not serve our city’s efforts to 
encourage freedom—and impartiality—in 
our relationship with all our businesses.” 

Across Brookhurst Street from 
Altayebat Market, past Ball Road, is 
Kareem Mediterranean Restaurant, 

Little Arabia’s longest-standing Middle 
Eastern eatery, opened in 1996 by Mike 
and Nancy Hawari. Gwen Stefani’s “The 
Sweet Escape” plays on the kitchen radio 
as Mike, wearing a double-breasted black 
chef’s coat and toque, brings a four-piece 
falafel plate with rounds of hummus and 
baba ghanoush. His falafels are browned 
and crispy on the outside, but reveal an 
emerald-green interior of garbanzo good¬ 
ness when bitten into. 

“As far as politics, I am not a politician, 
and I don’t get into it,” he says. “However, 
I do read stories about the Middle East 
and the corruption that’s happening in 
the Arab world. Of course, I don’t like it.” 

Born in Nazareth in 1962, Hawari has 
seen many restaurants in Little Ara¬ 
bia open and close, so he understands 
the benefit of an officially designated 
enclave. “Little Arabia will be good if we 
have it like Little Saigon,” Hawari says. 
“If you go to Westminster, you will go to 
one shopping center, and you will see five 
or six restaurants—the same food, the 
same people, and they are all busy, and 
they all are making money. Our problem 
is that we are combined in businesses 
only. We do not have that many Arabs 
living in Anaheim.” 

Mainstream-media exposure helped 
to bring the restaurant a broader clien¬ 
tele—he has received accolades from the 
Los Angeles Times, The Orange County 
Register, OC Weekly and many other 
publications. Last year, he appeared on 
NBC’s Today In LA's weekend show for 
a chef segment, after which his business 
increased dramatically. His base Arab 
clientele mostly missed it “because they 
watch Al Jazeera, or they have their own 
satellite,” he says with a laugh. “But yes, 
we had a lot of American folks who came 
here. They loved our food, and they are 
coming back.” 

As the conversation comes to a close, 
a white gentleman and his female friend 
from Placentia are seated. They are the 
type of people who will make or break 
the Little Arabia movement: outsiders 
looking for a dash of culture, hold the 
internal politics. 

Hawari immediately attends to them. 

He asks if it’s their first time here. No, they 
reply, they were here about a year ago. 

“Well, where have you been?” Hawari 
replies gently, before the two place their 
orders and enjoy the rest of the night. M

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Brotherhood

The Great Food Truck Race 2 co-winner Jason Quinn 

opens his long-awaited restaurant

C omplacent and apathetic aren’t traits 
you want in a chef, and the words 
certainly don’t describe Jason Quinn, 
who made waves last week for telling a 
Yelper to “burn in hell” after the customer 
leveled a personal attack on his burger, his 3 
percent kitchen surcharge and his family. 

But here’s all you need to know: You 
want to come, you want his burger and you 
want Quinn to remain as defensive, as pas¬ 
sionate and as bullheaded as he’s always 
been. He’s only 25 and still has the reckless 
bravado and screw-it-all attitude endemic 
to youth. His competitors on last year’s 
iteration of the Food Network’s The Great 
Food Truck Race have labeled him and ex- 
Lime Truck partner Daniel Shemtob as 
cocky. The description may be apt, but no 
one can argue that Quinn’s kitchen talents 
and career trajectory aren’t impressive. 
He’s gone from a food truck hash-slinger 
to reality TV champ to owner of a restau¬ 
rant in less than two years. 

At the Playground, Quinn exhibits the 
ballsy confidence that’s gotten him this 
far. He scribbles on his chalkboard wall, 
“If you want your meat well done, bring 
it with you,” because he not-so-coyly 
refuses to do his burgers warmer than 
medium rare. The now-controversial 
Playground burger is the bloodiest in all 
of OC, but also one of the greatest. The 
barely cooked patty is as thick as two 
fingers but you don’t chew it; you inhale 
the thing like beefy air. It shares the light¬ 
ness of sushi and doesn’t feel greasy even 
as the juices trickle down your forearm. 
That it shares a kinship with steak tartare 
and Ethiopian kitfo more so than a Dou¬ 
ble-Double is the reason the cheese, the 


bun and the misplaced shreds of iceberg 
lettuce disappear from your peripheral 
vision. You focus instead on that deep- 
crimson core and marvel at how very 
good this hand-ground wagyu beef is 
when eaten nearly raw. 

Quinn’s burger isn’t even the best thing 
on the menu. A few weeks ago he served 
a wonderful bowl of cheesy scrambled 
eggs that existed not as a liquid, not as a 
solid, but as a state of matter somewhere 
at the creamy in-between. The week after 
that, the dish was nowhere to be found. 
Too many chefs throw around the already 
trite term “ingredient-driven,” but few 
actually follow the truism as strictly as 
Quinn does—it’s the operating model of 
his new restaurant just as it was for the 
Lime Truck. As such, every visit will dif¬ 
fer from the last, with the menu changing 
weekly and even daily. 

I doubt you’ll see the Sichuan quail 
again. It appeared one night deboned 
save for the drumsticks and wings, lightly 
dusted in fiour, deep-fried legs akimbo, 
the meat tearing off like the most delicate 
chicken wings you’ve never had. A thim¬ 
ble of a vaguely Asian vinaigrette zings 
the bird as much as it adds an under¬ 
stated hotness to the handful of arugula 
he includes to offset the protein. Another 
dish, a chilled Jidori chicken noodle 
salad, seems to be sticking around longer 
than expected. In it mango, cilantro, Thai 
basil, cucumber, avocado, almond, pea¬ 
nuts and shredded chicken strands are 
caught in twirls of thick, chewy noodle— 
an original concoction that employs clas¬ 
sic fiavor profiles of both Thai and Viet¬ 
namese cuisine without being derivative. 


The fries and Brussels sprouts 
are already proven standards—the 
only permanent objects in a kitchen 
always in motion. The potatoes over- 
fiow from the cup, cut to near-perfect 
spears and carefully double-fried to a 
consistent crunch. The sprouts come 
piled in an iron skillet, well-roasted 
with tiny potatoes and confetti bits of 
ham, everything absorbing the tangy, 
almost fruity seasoning liquid. I have 
a secret hope that the “frost-kissed” 
halved artichokes stuffed with crab 
will join the Brussels sprouts and 
become permanent fixtures, but I 
know I’ve seen the last of them. 

By the time you read this, the 
fried chicken “TK style” will also be 
history. “TK” is Thomas Keller, an 
idol of Quinn’s, whose wisdom he 
quotes on the website like the word 
of God. Bear witness to how much 
juice gushes from the breast meat 
while the batter crunches as nois¬ 
ily as a Grape-Nut and you, too, will 
believe the gospel of St. Thomas of 
Yountville. A chilled half-lobster with 
avocado and grapefruit will have also 
disappeared, itself a replacement for 
a yellowtail crudo with kumquat and 
habanero-sesame oil that came paired 
with Bruery beer a week earlier. 

Tables are communal. There’s a Ms. 
Pacman machine in the corner, and at 
least one server sports an ironic han¬ 
dlebar mustache. Everyone on staff 
is as young as Quinn, all too eager to 
please. A few of the crew are anointed 
with arm tattoos that say “You & Me 
& All Our Friends.” Your only hope 
for them is that Quinn’s drive, energy 
and ego last after he outgrows his 
tight, purple pants. Only Peter Pan can 
remain eternally young—and tattoos 
like that are permanent.

T he appearance of the vegetarian 
lemongrass chicken at Hoa Sen is limp, 
almost revolting: dun-colored lengths of soy 
shaved to the thinness of shawarma, looking 
more like noodles than any bird that ever 
flapped upon this good earth. It's part and 
parcel of the vegetarian dining community, 
these faux meats slapped together with no 
care about how the meals look because the 
average diner who seeks mock meat doesn't 
give a damn. Yet it's that very indifference 
that turns off the average eater, putting such 
veggie restaurants at the mercy of their core 
clientele, a clientele prone to dalliances with 
any place that can saute some cauliflower 
and protein and call it a masterpiece. 

Yet that's not the case at this oasis in a 
Garden Grove strip mall that's part Little 
Saigon, part Little Mexico, part Little Seoul— 
and all-American. Hoa Sen is from the genre 
of Vietnamese vegetarian cooking with a 
decidedly Buddhist bent, one that proselytizes 
its worldview with the same fervor as Chick- 
fil-A. But the eaters here span the proverbial 
gamut: not just Vietnamese Buddhists and 
hippy-dippy gabachos, but working-class 
folks who aren't afraid to tell the owners that 
some of their "traditional" Vietnamese eats 
are flat-out weird, who come weekly for their 
bowl of pho that doesn't possess a morsel of 
beef yet tastes properly fatty and luscious. 

Hoa Sen successfully skips across 
Vietnam for its meals: a version of bun bo 
Hue as electrifying as the real thing, clay- 
pot casseroles sizzle with a crisped rice as 
great as any tahdig, and they do a fine side 
business in sinh to (smoothies) ranging from 
avocado to tamarind, each blended to a 
creamy, chilled consistency (and I like the 
touch of toasted peanuts taking the place 
of boba on the tamarind drink, although 
be careful about sucking it up your straw 
too fast). For the vegetarian on the go, Hoa 
Sen also has trays of banh chung, the fat 
rice cakes especially in demand right now 
because of Tet; the ones here are soft, 
chewy like an especially glutinous tamale. 

I also enjoytheir banh xeo, the Vietnamese 
omelette-crepe stuffed with veggies, as large 
as a whole plate and almost as good as Van's. 

But back to that strange-looking 
lemongrass chicken: the taste, of course, 
is magnificent. The soy strips are grilled 
like the best charbroiled chicken with 
lemongrass embedded on the crust. A 
dipping sauce is on the side. Throw in the 
Vietnamese hot sauce, and you have a 
"chicken" dinnerthat can play in Peoria— 
provided, of course, you blindfold the 
Midwesterner. Looks ain't anything when it 
comes to food, a mantra one absorbs while 
chewing each precious fake-chicken strip.

T he place has been cranking out great 
tortillas, tacos and burritos for so many 
decades that it's easy to take El Toro Bravo's 
skill for granted: the best-flavored rotisserie 
chicken, came asada griddled with caramel¬ 
ized onion, and the moistest carnitas in the 
Mexican-restaurant neighborhood of West 
Costa Mesa. 


El Toro Bravo could easily rest on its reputa¬ 
tion and stop caring, just as so many long-run¬ 
ning restaurants have, but it still kills it every 
day on the specialty items. Whole chickens are 
dry-brined for many hours with an annatto-rich 
adobo seasoning that works its tangy flavor 
and salt deep into the breast meat. If you've 
ever eaten bland rotisserie chicken (I'm looking 
at you, Costco!) that lacked any salt or flavor 
beneath the skin, know that's not going to hap¬ 
pen at El Toro Bravo—ever. 

If you order a taco, you'll get a double-stack 
of corn tortillas overfilled with a giant wad of 
chopped-to-order meat. While two tacos make 
a very filling and delicious meal, the things to 
get here are the burritos: giants the size of a 
pro wrestler's forearm stuffed with meat, refried 
beans and "Spanish" rice. The rice and beans 
are just rich enough and perfectly seasoned on 
their own but absorb the homemade salsas in 
a way that the tacos just can't manage.

S hock Top drinkers and Corona die-hards often complain that stouts are simply too heavy 
for their delicate palates. Luckily, the Newport Beach Brewing Co. has a stout to ease 
newbs into this delicious territory. One of the granddaddys of OC's 
brew-pub scene. Brew Co. is a cozy little spot along 
the Newport Peninsula filled with coastal accouter¬ 
ments: surfboards, big screens to satiate Super Bowl 
fiends and wall art featuring Hawaiian babes strad¬ 
dling palm trees. Upon closer inspection of its colorful 
chalkboard of featured beers, you'll see the Lil' Cow¬ 
boy Stout with "NITRO" scrawled next to it—perfect 
for the Corona crowd and lovers of stout alike. 


THE DRINK 

Pause. Quick brew lesson: C02 is used to drive beer 
from the keg to the tap. When your bartender says a 
beer is on "Nitro," he's letting you know that nitrogen 
is mixed in with the C02 (usually 72 percent to 25 per- 
cemt) and as a result, the nitrogen artificially displaces 
the C02 to create a thick head and smooth texture. 

That's how it is with Lil' Cowboy, which features a tight 
foamy head and particularly flat taste. The flatness and 
relatively low IBU compared to most stouts make the Lil' 
Cowboy the perfect intro beer for newcomers. 

While the drink carries a mild chai-like kick, the flavors 
are light and low in bitterness with a subtle chocolate 
aroma. And come on, who doesn't like chocolate? From a

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A Leap Into the Familiar 

Wrong-man thriller Man On a Ledge goes thud

T he hero of the red-herring heist 
flick Man On a Ledge draws two 
reactions from the Manhattan 
throng beneath his 21st-floor perch on 
a midtown hotel. The first, of course, 
is the predictable just-get-it-over-with 
impatience of New Yorkers impeded by 
police barricades. The second is unlikely 
populist solidarity, a stick-it-to-the-rich 
resentment among the 99-percenters 
whom Republicans would accuse of class 
warfare. Man On a Ledge is, then, essen¬ 
tially an accidental remake of the recent 
Tower Heist, with yet another band of 
blue-collar heroes trying to claw back the 
ill-gotten gains of an arrogant penthouse 
villain who only pays 15 percent in taxes. 

Unfortunately, this film doesn’t real¬ 
ize it’s a comedy. Instead of, say, Leslie 
Nielsen in the central role, we have a 
brand of Australian wall paint known as 
Sam Worthington. His Nick Cassidy is 
soon revealed in flashbacks not to be a 
suicidal leaper but a wrongfully impris¬ 
oned NYC cop who just busted out of 
Sing Sing. The poor schmuck was set up 
by corrupt millionaire David Englander 


(a bald, gaunt Ed Harris), who owns 
both the hotel and a treasure vault across 
the street. By threatening to jump, Nick 
serves as a diversion for his brother Joey 
(Brit Jamie Bell, credibly American) to 
crack the safe that will presumably dis¬ 
gorge both diamonds and exoneration. 

It’s not a bad setup, and the script (by 
Pablo F. Fenjves) allows for much sus¬ 
penseful intercutting between leaper and 
burglar. On the ledge, stalling for time, 
Nick demands that disgraced NYPD nego¬ 
tiator Lydia Mercer (Elizabeth Banks) be 
the one to try to coax him down. In the 
building across the street, connected to 
Nick via radio, Joey gets busy crawling 
through ducts, dangling down elevator 
shafts and using his iPhone to otherwise 
defeat a high-tech security system. (Aid¬ 
ing him is girlfriend Angie, played by 
Wonderbra-wrapped model/telenovela 
actress Genesis Rodriguez.) Rififi it’s not, 
but Man On a Ledge at least provides the 
pleasure of hearing someone yell, “Cut the 
red wire!” as if for the first time. 

Director-for-hire Asger Leth (Ghosts 
of Cite Soleil) does what he can with the

pedestrian material, pushing the camera 
out the hotel-room window behind Nick 
to vertiginous effect. The first time Nick 
slips—or pretends to slip—you gasp, but 
his banter with Lydia soon becomes as 
predictable as his footwork and pleas to 
the crowd below (“I’m an innocent man!”). 
When, in yet another ruse, he tosses hand¬ 
fuls of cash down to the street, the ensu¬ 
ing scramble hardly feels desperate—not 
a riot in a Haitian slum, but tired extras 
stamping their feet to keep warm. Man 
On a Ledge seeks to be somewhat topical, 
positioning Nick as populist hero opposite 
the venal Englander (who, we’re told, “lost 
$30 million to Lehman Brothers” during 
the crash). There are also nods to Occupy 
Wall Street and Dog Day Afternoon, but the 


whole thing plays like random outtakes 
from Law Et Order. You keep waiting for 
Chris Noth to wander onto the scene. 

With his pickled shark’s smile, Harris 
is a welcome presence left with regret¬ 
tably little to do. Down on the sidewalk, 
Kyra Sedgwick chews into her role as 
a cynical TV reporter, hitting the R 
in her name—Suzie Morales—like the 
pull-cord on a lawn mower. Her part 
is also too small to matter, but she and 
Edward Burns—as Lydia’s don’t-give-a- 
shit NYPD superior—are clearly aware 
that the material should be played for 
laughs. Worthington wouldn’t know how 
to behave if the film were a comedy; and 
poor Banks, after a promising. Young 
Adult-style introduction, isn’t allowed to 
goose the script or push beyond the glass 
ceiling of her character. 

“You and I have a lot in common,” 
says Nick to Lydia at one point in the 
negotiation. He means that both are in 
need of redemption, but what they really 
share is the burden of playing characters 
who—like the movie—are essentially self- 
parodic. In other words, they’re meant 
for each other. We look forward to the 
sequel: Couple On a Parapet.

He provides sage advice to the motley 
survivors—worried by their knowledge 
of both Alive and Grizzly Man —as

he attempts to lead them on a trek 
to safety. He writes to a mystery 
woman, glimpsed in gauzy flashbacks 
(who provides the film's only real jolt 
in making you think about Natasha 
Richardson). Along the way, Neeson's 
pack is revealed to be frail and fear¬ 
ful, as The Grey's dwindling survivors 
somberly contemplate the odds 
against them and, as the film takes a 
mystical turn, the absence of divine 
providence. There's too much Jack 
London, and, as they systematically 
pick off the stragglers, too many CGI 
wolves go unpunched. (R) Brian Miller.

THE ARTIST An undeniably charm¬ 
ing homage to Hollywood in the late 
1920s, The Artist might also be the 
first silent film many of its viewers 
have ever seen. French writer-director 
Michel Hazanavicius eases neophytes' 
discomfort by creating the cinematic 
equivalent of an amuse-bouche. 
Although many of the technical aspects 
of the silent period are expertly re¬ 
created—shooting at 22 frames per 
second, the boxy 1:33 aspect ratio— 
The Artist's blithe presentation of the 
transition from sound to talkies is 
even less complex than the one found 
in Singin' in the Rain. The film opens 
in 1927, when preening matinee idol 
George Valentin (Jean Dujardin) is still 
the top draw at Kinograph Studios. 
George acts as a mentor to Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo), a chorine with 
big ambitions. Borrowing heavily from 
A Star Is Born, The Art/st tracks both 
Peppy's ascent (through amusing 
montage) and George's decline as he 
refuses to acknowledge synchronized- 
sound as more than a passing fad. By 
1932, Peppy's attracting lines around 
the block for her latest, while George 
spends his afternoons passed out on a 
barroom floor, his Jack Russell terrier 
his sole remaining fan. Or so he thinks: 
Peppy has never forgotten him, and 
the film's concluding act restores The 
Artist's buoyancy. The movie pivots on 
the spry connection between the mute 
(save for one scene) Dujardin and Bejo, 
both nimble performers and elegantly 
turned out in period finery and pomade. 
The Artist is movie love at its most 
anodyne, as Hazanavicius sweetly asks 
that we not be afraid of the past. (PG-

CARNAGE In Carnage, Roman Polanski's 
adaptation of Yasmina Reza's hit play, 
posh pair Alan and Nancy (Christoph 
Waltz and Kate Winslet) come to the 
home of wholesaler Michael (John C. 
Reilly) and crunchy author Penelope 
(Jodie Foster) to discuss how to deal 
with the fact that the former couple's 
son hit the latter couple's son in the 
face with a stick. Artificial politesse 
gives way to passive aggression. 


which gives way to aggressive aggres¬ 
sion. A real time, hell-is-other-people 
endurance test set, with the exception 
of two framing shots, entirely within 
the stuffy space of an upper-middle- 
class urban apartment. Carnage was 
filmed six months after Polanski's 
release from house arrest in 2010. The 
director hardly skirts the available par¬ 
allels. Carnage begins with the boys' 
altercation, an incident that Polanski 
shoots from such a far remove that we 
cannot know what motivated it or have 
any sense of context. The film to follow 
consists of outsiders with personal 
motives debating blame for an incident 
they did not witness and, it's implied, 
cannot really understand. But for all 
its apparent analogies to Polanski's 
life. Carnage feels like an impersonal 
exercise, and its study of the rotten 
underbelly of "polite" social interac¬ 
tion is completely transparent. From 
the early moment when Foster breaks 
the facade of niceties by responding 
to Waltz's insincere pleasantry ("At 
least we got a new recipe out of [the 
meeting]") with an unrestrained shot 
("Wish our son didn't have to lose two 
teeth in the process"), there's no ques¬ 
tion where this is headed. (R) Karina 
Longworth.

CONTRABAND Will there someday be 
a movie where the "one last job" goes 
off without a hitch? Not Contraband, 
anyway, which begins with that 
time-tested premise, then subjects 
its protagonist to a feature-length 
demonstration of Murphy's Law. Chris 
Farraday (Mark Wahiberg) is the 
retiree runner reluctantly reactivated, 
a legend who could once slip any¬ 
thing into the Port of New Orleans, 
but who has since gone legit for the 
good of his young sons and wife, Kate 
(Kate Beckinsale, essentially wearing 
a target through the movie). When 
Kate's kid brother screws up a run for 
a roughneck drug-smuggler (Giovanni 
Ribisi), Chris has to cover the loss by 
orchestrating and performing a come¬ 
back job, running counterfeit bills out 
of Panama City. The abiding tone of 
Baltasar Kormakur's film is nervous, 
prickly agitation, regardless of whether 
the content calls for it. This fits with 
the frantic scenes of Chris planning 
and executing, though in more slow- 
burn moments, the energy manifests 
itself in the distracting tic of a twitchy 
zoom lens. Contraband is best, then, 
when it is keeping up with the nuts 
and bolts of criminal work, while the 
job itself—sneaking goods onboard a 
boat under the noses of the crew with 
the help of a few friends on the ship's 
manifest—is a novel one, cinematically 
described. No one, however, could 
mistake Contraband for anything but 
what it is: a shift-job genre movie—not 
a bad day's work, satisfied to match 
the blocky trudge of its star rather than 
attempt panache. (R) Nick Pinkerton.

THE DESCENDANTS Why has it taken 


Alexander Payne seven years to 
follow up on Sideways? And what's 
blunted this gifted writer-director's 
edge? Payne's earlier movies have 
been driven by richly flawed charac¬ 
ters—Reese Witherspoon's monstrous 
high school striver in Election, Jack 
Nicholson's thoroughly unpleas¬ 
ant widower in About Schmidt, the 
matched pair of jerks who stumble 
through S/deways—and Payne's 
great talent was extracting a sense 
of sympathy even for them. But in 
The Descendants, it's more a case 
of bad things happening to good 
people: Honolulu lawyer Matt King 
(George Clooney), prosperous scion 
of a Hawaiian family, is humbled by 
a flurry of body blows. A waterskiing 
mishap has landed Matt's wife in a 
coma. His two daughters, the pre-teen 
Scottie (Amara Miller) and edit teen 
Alexandra (Shailene Woodley), are 
beyond his command, with Alexandra 
in possession of information to fur¬ 
ther rock her father's world: "Dad, 
Mom was cheating on you!" Adding 
to Matt's responsibilities, as well as 
providing a corollary to the personal 
history upended by Elizabeth's infidel¬ 
ity, is the decision he must make, as 
head of the King family trust, to sell 
or bequest a large tract of beachfront 
property. The two narrative strands 
entwine when Matt discovers that his 
wife's lover is actually vacationing 
adjacent to the very spot where he 
will be meeting with his clan to finalize 
the disposition of their legacy. Cosmic 
coincidence or crafty plot contriv¬ 
ance? Slowly rolling downhill. The 
Descendants takes a turn or two but is 
basically always en route toward the 
reconciliation that's a foregone con¬ 
clusion.

EXTREMELY LDUD AND INCREDIBLY 
CLDSE Director Stephen Daldry has 
never met a Big Theme he didn't like: 
After 2002's The Hours, a lugubrious 
women's-problem picture touching on 
AIDS and assisted suicide, he went 
to Auschwitz with 2008's The Reader. 
Daldry's logical next stop is Extremely 
Loud and Incredibly Close, which, 
based on the sophomore novel by 
Jonathan Safran Foer, provides two 
global-historical tragedies to play with. 
Ten-year old Oskar Schell (Thomas 
Horn) has lost his father (Tom Hanks), 
who was on the 105th floor of one of 
the twin towers on the morning of 9/11. 
Almost a year later, Oskar, increasingly 
estranged from his mother (Sandra 
Bullock), finds a key in an envelope 
labeled "Black" among his father's 
effects and, in an effort to keep open 
the dialogue with his scavenger-hunt 
designing, game-playing dad, con¬ 
cludes that this key was the prompt 
to a last riddle, which he sets out, at 
length, to solve. He is joined for a leg 
of his mission by a mysterious, mute 
tenant staying in his grandmother's 
apartment (Max von Sydow), very 
likely the grandfather who abandoned 
Oskar's father. Mr. Schell invented 
games to bait Oskar out of his anxiet¬ 
ies, while Extremely Loud plays its own 
writerly game of strategic withholding, 
baiting the audience along on the way 
to a therapeutic breakthrough for the 
surviving Schells. Such an abundance 
of "epiphanies," one after another, 
amount to a tactical assault on viewer 
sentiments. The deluge of tears is Mr. 
Daldry's idea of pathos, but to these 
eyes is Oscar-trolling 9/11 kitsch. (PG-

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Larsson's thriller, follows a cold trail of 
ritually butchered women through rural 
Sweden. These previously unlinked 
crimes have been discovered by lefty 
reporter Mikael Blomkvist (Daniel 
Craig), whose career was earlier 
upended by a billionaire corporate 
crook whom his reporting failed to 
bring down. Blomkvist has been hired 
on the rebound by another Swedish oli¬ 
garch (Christopher Plummer) to solve 
a murder, but, as millions of earthlings 
know, the movie's real protagonist is 
his ace research assistant, Lisbeth 
Salander. The eponymous goth-punk- 
pierced-lesbo hacker supreme is 
played here by Rooney Mara, best 
known until now as the co-ed who 
called MarkZuckerberg an asshole 
five minutes into Fincher's The Social 
Network, and it's her pale flame that 
illuminates the movie. Mara's Salander 
is not a carbon copy of the spiky-haired 
menace Noomi Rapace played in the 
Opiev version. She's funnier, as well as 
more plaintive, in her deadpan aplomb. 
Nor is Fincher's Tattoo a shot-by-shot 
recap of Opiev's dowdier production. 
The remake is a leaner, meaner, more 
high-powered affair, though similarly 
hampered by a long narrative fuse. 
Running 158 minutes. Dragon Tattoo 
requires well more than an hour for 
Blomkvist's story to converge with 
Salander's and, though things pick up 
once reporter and hacker begin pursu¬ 
ing parallel tracks (and each other), it 
grossly overstays its welcome. (R) J. 
Hoberman. Countywide. 

HAYWIRE Haywire's plot is boilerplate tri¬ 
ple-cross, cloak-and-dagger stuff—but 
the action choreography by director 
Steven Soderbergh and MMA fighter 
Gina Carano puts the impact back 
into screen violence. After a setup, 
ex-Marine Mallory Kane (Carano) goes 
rogue from her job as hired muscle for 
a private government subcontractor, 
looking for answers from her boss and 
former lover, Kenneth, played by Ewan 
McGregor. The rest of his network 
is played by famous faces—Antonio 
Banderas, Channing Tatum, Michael 
Douglas, Michael Fassbender—but 
Haywire is very much a vehicle for 
Carano, appearing in her first film. 

The casting is more than a stunt, for 
Haywire makes full use of her particu¬ 
lar physical capabilities in combats of 
rib-cracking resonance. Carano is also 
photogenic; this is important because 
Haywire is, after a fashion, a slapstick- 
violent, mercenary sex comedy, with 
Mallory getting romantically involved 
with each of her major combatants 
in turn. The highlight combat-duet 
is a parody of a swank first date in 
which the aggressive male gets more 
than he bargained for in the bedroom, 
concluding in a smothering thigh lock 
that leaves its victim with a priceless 
sated and insensate expression before 
his black widow goodnight kiss. This 
is a real war-of-the-sexes tournament, 
briskly paced with a tickling sense 
of dark humor. (R) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

HUGO Martin Scorsese's first foray 
into 3-D family filmmaking centers 
on its title character, played by Asa 
Butterfield, a just-pre-pubescent 
orphan squatting in a train station circa 
1930. When not dodging an orphan¬ 
hunting station constable (Sacha 
Baron Cohen), Hugo secretly maintains 
the station's clocks and attempts to 
fix an automaton, the only keepsake 
the boy has from his late watchmaker 
father (Jude Law). Reminiscent of the 
robots in Metropolis, the automaton's 
hand is built to grip a pen, and Hugo 
has become convinced that if he could 
get that hand to work, it would write 
out a message from his dad. Hugo 
eventually discovers that the automa- 
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ton was built by a silent filmmaker 
and special-effects innovator named 
Georges Melies—which happens to 
be the full name of the gruff old man 
(Ben Kingsley) who runs the station's 
toy shop. With this revelation, Hugo 
pivots: The boy's attempt to excavate 
his own personal history becomes 
an excavation and celebration of the 
first three decades of cinema history. 
Perfunctorily mounted as a children's 
adventure, the movie is far more suc¬ 
cessful as a barely veiled issue flick 
from Scorsese, the celebrity face of 
film preservation. His most purposeful 
use of 3-D comes in a long, visually 
stunning flashback sequence meant to 
serve as a primer on early cinema. As 
much as Hugo is a sop to box-office 
interests, in using Hollywood's trendi- 
est gimmick to awaken audiences to 
the glory of the past, it's also a PSA 
for Scorsese's personal cause. (PG)

THE IRON LADY In the first scene of 
The Iron Lady, which re-teams director 
Phyllida Lloyd with her Mamma Mia! 
star Meryl Streep, eightysomething 
Margaret Thatcher is presented as a 


little old lady unfit for the fast-moving 
world outside her hermetic London 
townhouse. The bulk of the movie takes 
place in an even smaller, more airless 
space: the dementia-stricken former 
British prime minister's head. Lloyd's 
film alternates between Thatcher's rich 
memories of her past struggles and 
glories, and her present-day attempts 
to remember the more quotidian 
stuff—like, how to turn on the TV or 
that her beloved husband, Denis (Jim 
Broadbent), whom she sees across the 
breakfast table and speaks aloud to 
all day long, is actually dead. Cutting 
out anything that might complicate the 
film's notion of Thatcher as a working- 
class girl turned plucky housewife 
turned feminist icon turned tragically 
doddering granny. The Iron Lady sug¬ 
gests that arguments against its hero¬ 
ine were always irrational and usually 
knee-jerk misogynistic. Thatcher's 
point of view is well represented; the 
counterargument is merely violence 
and chaos. In the film's version of 
events, Thatcher "fell" because a lone 
civilized woman could not possibly sur¬ 
vive the onslaught of the barbaric mob. 
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That Iron Lady presents the historical 
record through aged Thatcher's stream 
of consciousness—an obviously 
biased and unreliable narrator—gives 
Lloyd formal justification for turning 
Thatcher's life into a highlight reel 
in which the PM is put upon by sex¬ 
ist, classist, and/or faceless brutes. 

As for moral justification, you're on 
your own. (PG-13) Karina Longworth. 
Countywide. 

PARIAH The first 10 minutes of Dee Rees' 
funny, moving, nuanced, and impec¬ 
cably acted first feature, in which 
coming of age and coming out are 
inseparable, sharply reveal the con¬ 
flicts that 17-year-oid Alike (Adepero 
Oduye) faces. Riding the bus back to 
her Fort Greene, Brooklyn home after 
a night out at a lesbian club, she takes 
off her oversize boy's polo shirt, reveal¬ 
ing a light-pink scoop-neck shirt with 
"angel" written in gold sequins under¬ 
neath. After we see the large crucifix 
in her house and meet her mother, 
who reprimands her for her friendship 
with butch Laura (Pernell Walker), the 
reason for the quick change becomes 
obvious. Like the best films about 
adolescence, from Truffaut's Antoine 
Doinel movies to So Yong Kim's In 
Between Days, Pariah —about one 
lower-middle-class, African-American, 
lesbian teen—is a profoundly specific 
film centering on universal themes: 
discovering who and what you are 
drawn to, fighting for autonomy against 
arbitrary parental rules, or, in this 
case, tyranny. Alike's sexuality, blithely 
acknowledged at school, remains until 
its defiant articulation in the closing 
scenes an open, corrosive secret 
in her family; even her doting father 


speaks to her in veiled language. She 
will eventually throw her mother's own 
sanctimonious words back in her face, 
demonstrating the truest spirit of gay 
pride: standing up to bullies, particu¬ 
larly those who gave birth to you. (R)

REDTAILS The kind of World War II 
movie Hollywood wouldn't touch 
during WWII,this unapologetically 
adrenalized take on the exploits of 
the Tuskegee Airmen nevertheless 
indulges every creaky combat-flick 
trope imaginable. Which isn't to say 
Red Tails is anything less than invigo¬ 
rating fun in its first half, before the 
dogfights and breakneck banter of its 
primarily black cast—including David 
Oyelowo as a skirt-chasing dare¬ 
devil, Michael B. Jordan as an eager 
greenhorn, and Cuba Gooding Jr. and 
Terrence Howard as gruffly paternal 
brass—boil over. The film makes the 
most of its Lucasfilm imprint (executive 
producer George Lucas nursed the 
project for years before funding the 
production himself), especially in its 
stellar CGI effects, but by the time a 
tossed-off P.O.W. subplot rolls around, 
the whole thing collapses under the 
weight of Saint George's moneybags. 
There's no arguing that a big-budget 
treatment of the experiences of the 
first African-American fighter-pilot 
squadron isn't worthwhile, and Lucas 
and prolific TV director Anthony 
Hemingway nearly pull it off: For start¬ 
ers, Red Tails' non-white ensemble is 
as refreshingly daring for an action 
blockbuster as The Wire's was for a 
cop show. Its fuzzy-wuzzy, 1940s-style 
appeals to manliness and patriotism 


will only bother those who prefer their 
war movies to convincingly address 
grit, gore, and irrevocable loss. (PG-

UNDERWORLD: AWAKENING 
Unknown to the vast majority of the 
blissfully ignorant, somnolent popula¬ 
tion, a dark and shadowy conspiracy 
has long been going on right under 
our noses: Screen Gems keeps mak¬ 
ing and distributing Underworld 
movies. The latest, number 4, has 
Kate Beckinsale reprising her role 
as bondage-doll warrior vampir- 
ess Selene, who's awakened from 
suspended animation to discover a 
future where Brutalist architecture has 
made a huge comeback and where 
her kind and their archfoe, "lycans" 
(werewolves), have been hunted to 
near extinction in a mass purge as a 
sinister corporation seemingly plots to 
finish the job. Selene also discovers 
that she has begat a daughter, and an 
awakened maternal protectiveness 
spurs her to many a trench coat¬ 
flapping, guns-blazing promenade, set 
to the strains of those chugga-chugga 
tuff-sounding guitars, which depend¬ 
ably get the blood pumping for a 
segment of the population. The action 
is defined by whirligig balletics and 
ample gushes of violence; the dialogue 
is stuff handed down through action 
movies ever since the first man walked 
away from a fireball in slo-mo. The 
entire production is single-mindedly, 
earnestly devoted to serving up feats 
of BADASS, and it succeeds in this 
devotion to the exclusion of everything 
else. Allegedly in 3-D, though I didn't 
notice at the time. (R) Nick Pinkerton.

WAR HORSE It might be perverse to 
accuse a tearjerker as accomplished 
as Steven Spielberg of being unfeel¬ 
ing. But the overcalculation with 
which he mechanically trots out one 
of his most familiar tropes for what 
amounts to a generic Disney animal 
story seems to preclude any but the 
most hackneyed emotion. What catas¬ 
trophe cannot be Spielbergized? No 
less than Schindler's List and Saving 
Private Ryan, War Horse finds the 
silver lining of individual salvation in 
one of modern history's darkest thun¬ 
derclouds: World War I. As the English 
lad Albert (Jeremy Irvine) bonds with 
the beloved, half-thoroughbred steed 
he has named Joey and, once the 
horse is conscripted by the British 
army, follows him into Flanders Field, 
Spielberg seeks to represent the hor¬ 
ror of modern combat in human (or 
at least mammalian) terms. But since 
he's a director largely incapable of 
understatement. War Horse is served 
up with a self-aggrandizing surplus 
of Norman Rockwell backlighting 
and an aggravated sense of doggone 
wonderment. Had Spielberg elected 
to show war from Joey's perspec¬ 
tive rather than use the horse as the 
war's protagonist, the movie could 
have been terrifying. Instead, its most 
impressive passage is pure digital 
delirium as an animated Joey runs 
free across the CGI battlefield, rearing 
up under the full moon. That Joey! 
Uniting doughboys and officers, the 
Brits and the Bosch, mending broken 
hearts, and restoring eyesight to the 
blind, this indomitable horse does not 
reproach humanity. Embodying what 
his creators take to be our best, most 


enduring instincts, he justifies it. (PG-

WE NEEDTOTALK ABOUT KEVIN In 

Lynne Ramsay's We Need to Talk About 
Kevin, Tilda Swinton lives out an urban 
bohemian's worst nightmare. Forced to 
give up her independence (and down¬ 
town loft) when a reckless night results 
in accidental pregnancy, free-spirit 
Eva becomes an unhappy housewife 
in suburbia, stuck caring for a kid with 
whom she's unable to bond. Baby Kevin 
is a terror, but Eva isn't exactly a model 
parent, either. She makes little effort to 
hide her resentment, cooing "Mommy 
was happy before Kevin came along" 
to her toddler's face. Later, when Kevin 
tries to force Eva to mother him by 
refusing to potty train, she teaches 
him violence by example. He's a sharp 
study: On the eve of his 16th birthday, 
Kevin (Ezra Miller) masterminds a 
mass execution at his high school. The 
movie's present day is roughly two 
years after the massacre, with Kevin 
in prison and Eva a drug-addled shut- 
in haunted by visions of what Kevin 
did and of scenes from his childhood 
that she fears led him to do it. The film 
is essentially constructed as a long, 
associative montage, flowing back 
and forward in time at varying speeds. 
But late in the film, Ramsay slows into 
a more conventional style, fleshing 
out incidents we previously saw as 
flashes, making excessively explicit 
what she had already suggested, and 
building to an anti-climactic "reveal." 
By treating Kevin's evil as a mystery 
to be solved, Ramsay only succeeds 
in making what was once allusive 
banal.

The Pulitzer Prize-winning Topdog/Underdog resonates far beyond 

its African-American characters

C onsidering fewer than three out 
of every 100 Orange Countians 
refer to themselves as African- 
American, according to the 2010 U.S. 
Census, it’s unlikely you’ll see many 
black faces in your typical OC theater 
audience. But there’s one place they’re 
even rarer to spot: in a play written by 
an African-American. 

Take South Coast Repertory, the 
county’s leading theater and one of the 
country’s most exalted. In its 47-year his¬ 
tory, only a relative handful of plays writ¬ 
ten by African-American pla 3 rwrights 
has graced its stages, most recently Lynn 
Nottage’s Intimate Apparel in 2003, 

Tanya Barfield’s Blue Door in 2006 and 
two-time Pulitzer Prize winner August 
Wilson’s Fences in 2010. Which is what 
makes the first part of 2012 so remark¬ 
able, at least in terms of black voices: The 
Wilson-penned play Jitney opens at SCR 
in May, and its current production of 
Suzan-Lori Parks’ Topdog/Underdog runs 
through this weekend. 

Based on the latter, there’s reason to 
celebrate the theater choosing to sched¬ 
ule a play that doesn’t fit seamlessly with 
its demographic. No, the characters, situ¬ 
ation, language and—most obvious—color 
of the faces in Parks’ 2002 Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning play are a world removed from 
the well-heeled, sophisticated fare of 
SCR favorites such as Richard Greenberg 
and Donald Margulies. Yet, the power, 
potency and streetwise poetry of her play 
make it every bit as astonishing as any of 
the sublimely talented writers SCR has 
dutifully trotted out over the years. 

It’s a two-character play that takes 
place in the dingy New York City apart¬ 
ment rented by Booth, a small-time thief 
and aspiring hustler. Booth’s brother, 
Lincoln, has been dumped by his wife 


and is crashing with his younger sibling. 
He works at an arcade, “performing” as a 
white-faced Abraham Lincoln. Perform¬ 
ing is in quotes, since all Line does all day 
is sit in a chair and get shot in the head 
with a cap gun by tourists and weirdoes 
wanting to take part in a re-creation of 
that fateful April 1865 night in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.’s Ford Theatre. (A day that was 
one of the darkest in American history 
and the source for one of the shortest 
jokes known to humanity: “Other than 
that, how was the play, Mrs. Lincoln?”) 

The brothers bicker and berate each 
other, but there’s an unmistakable bond 
that manifests when they drink and goof 
around, as well as reveal the pain and sad¬ 
ness of their parents’ abandoning them 
when they were 16 and 11, respectively. 
But there’s another connection: Line 
used to be a three-card monte dealer 
and apparently possessed mad-enough 
skills to ascend to street-legend status 
from coast to coast. But after his partner 
was shot and killed in a con game gone 
way bad. Line vowed to stay away from 
the cards. Years later. Booth desperately 
tries to get Line to show him his magic. 
The older brother adamantly refuses. But 
times are tough, and the allure of quick 
cash is mighty strong, so it seems only a 
matter of time before he relents. 

It’s a riveting character study that is 
most surprising in how obviously Parks 
sets up the brothers’ ultimate fate; even 
though you can see something coming 
(come on: Booth and Lincoln?), the way 
it unravels is intensely white-knuckly. 

Parks spins the story with equal parts 
urban poetry and stark, gritty realism, 
something director Seret Scott skillfully 
orchestrates. From the way the brothers 
move to the rhythms and cadences of their 
dialogue, a window is opened on a section 


of American life that is rarely viewed on 
most stages. It’s far more the street-smart, 
constant struggle for survival of The Wire 
than it is the saga of the Huxtables. 

And Parks’ play is graced by two fas¬ 
cinating actors in Larry Bates (Booth) 
and Curtis McClarin (Lincoln). As the 
younger brother, who obviously looks up 
to his sibling. Bates is plaintive and eager 
to impress, but also envious and hostile 
at times—which is given more weight 
by the revolver he keeps tucked into the 
back of his pants. McClarin’s character is 
more world-weary and beaten-down, but 
a spark of the drive that led him to street- 
level legend remains; when it eventually 
ignites, it’s a wonder to behold. 

The blues, spirituality, sibling rivalry, 
broken homes, and the pull between 
working for a steady paycheck 
and getting rich quickly are 
not indigenous to African- 
Americans, obviously. But 
those motifs in a play about two - 
poor-in-possessions-but-wealthy- 
in-personality black men take on added 
resonance in Parks’ small world. It’s 
impossible to think of this play cast with 
anything but black actors. The starkness 
of their lives and the richness of their 
language and swagger are infused with 
a decidedly African-American street- 
culture aesthetic. But through this very 
small tale about two very small men. 
Parks conveys a far bigger story, one that 
ultimately refiects on the hopes, fears, 
aspirations and illusions of all Americans.

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Lou Reed Is a Bitch to Interview 


But you know what? He’s Lou Reed, so I got over it

L OU Reed struck me as crochety. He’ll 
probably hate reading that, as well 
as this headline, given that prior 
to our talk, 1) I was instructed to refrain 
from asking any personal questions, and 
2) it describes him, not his music. He 
answered every music-related question I 
proffered in a world-weary, resigned tone, 
shooting them down with remarks such 
as “Does this have something to do with 
Metal Machine Music? Or is this a psy¬ 
chology test?” or “That’s such a music- 
journalist question,” as if he had to suffer 
stupid journalists on a daily basis. 

But the fact is Lou Reed is a difficult 
interview. Lester Bangs said it first and 
best: Reed manages “to live up to his rep¬ 
utation for making interviewers uncom¬ 
fortable. He fixes you with that rusty bug 
eye, he creaks and croaks and lies in your 
face, and you’re helpless.” 

Be that as it may, people aren’t going to 
attend his appearance at the Carpenter 
Performing Arts Center on Friday to lis¬ 
ten to the Rock and Roll Hall of Famer’s 
music. They’re going to listen to the man 
who spoke-sang about prostitutes, tran¬ 
sexuals and heroin in gritty New York 
streets have a conversation with music 
producer Bob Ezrin, who has worked 
with Alice Cooper, Kiss and U2. For all we 
know, the ex-Velvet Underground front 
man will even talk to Ezrin about their 
own collaboration: Reed’s much-maligned 
solo album from 1973, Berlin. There’s no 
way we can predict any of that, though, 
because when I asked about Berlin, Reed 
responded with another dead end: “I’ll 
save that for the conversation with Ezrin.” 

I pressed on; in 1973, Rolling Stone 
magazine called Berlin a “disaster,” and 
past interviews have quoted Reed saying 
he’s sick of trying to vindicate it. “I never 
said that,” Reed says now. 

I read that Reed hates looking back 
on what’s been done before, but he lets 
a personal tidbit slide: “Every once in a 
while, with someone I respect, I do sit 
down and talk about things that have 
been accomplished.” 

Any mention of Metal Machine Trio, 
however, and Reed perks up. The project— 
a takeoff from Reed’s 1975 experimental- 
noise album Metal Machine Music—is a 
collaboration with sound artists Ulrich 
Krieger (also a CalArts professor) and 
Sarth Calhoun. Years ago, while living 
in Germany, Krieger was so inspired by 
Reed’s album—composed only of layered 
electric guitars and an amplifier—that he 
asked for permission to create an orches¬ 
tral arrangement of the set. “I was aston¬ 
ished at how brilliant Ulrich was,” Reed 
says. “It was wonderful to have someone 
understand [Metal Machine Music] to the 
point they could notate and arrange it.” 

For Krieger, Metal Machine Music was 
inspiring because it brought together the 



sonic richness of orchestral music and 
spontaneous approach of free jazz—and 
yet, it was still rock. “It combined the 
three worlds I was really interested in at 
the time,” he says. “And I always heard it 
as an orchestral piece on guitars.” 

Eventually, Reed and Krieger decided 
to collaborate with Calhoun. Their latest 
collaboration. Metal Machine Trio: The 
Creation of the Universe, will be show¬ 
cased at Cal State Long Beach, starting 
this weekend and continuing through 
April 15. It’s not Metal Machine Music 
anymore—far from it. “This is an ongo¬ 
ing improvised idea,” Reed says. “We’re 
creating new [songs] using different elec¬ 
tronics and different sounds.” 

Maybe it’s age, or that Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame tag, but so far Metal 
Machine Trio’s reception is way warmer 
than the album that inspired it. “Noise 
rock isn’t a far-out thing these days,” 
Reed says. 


And then there’s that idea of freedom: 
‘'[Metal Machine Trio: The Creation of the 
Universe] is a great thing to meditate to; it 
doesn’t have a steady rhythm. There are 
no lyrics to get in the way and make you 
think, ‘Oh, it’s about baseball; it’s about 
vampires.’... It’s there to free up your 
way of listening.” 

And free from journalist-y questions, 
as well.

Let It Reign 

Reigning Sound seek to rule over 
the songs in your heart

F ew things still elude Greg Cart¬ 
wright—Reigning Sound singer/ 
songwriter/guitarist, Southern gen¬ 
tleman and scholar of all music righteous 
and obscure. He’s part of the heart and 
soul of three of the best American rock & 
roll bands of the last three decades: the 
ramshackle Compulsive Gamblers, the 
legendarily primitive Oblivians and now 
Reigning Sound, who are the purest kick 
since the Flamin’ Groovies’ Teenage Head. 
(Extend that list by adding the album he 
wrote with girl-group icon Mary Weiss of 
the Shangri-Las, or the Parting Gifts with 
Ettes singer CoCo Hames, or his heart¬ 
breaking Tip Tops who took the spirit of 
the Velvet Underground’s “Sunday Morn¬ 
ing” to a Memphis honky-tonk.) 

You could chuck a beer bottle at 
pretty much any band cutting vinyl in 
this 21st-century garage revival and hit 
someone who loves the music Cartwright 
makes, and after a few spins through 
Reigning Sound songs such as “Straight 
Shooter” and “If You Can’t Give Me 
Everything,” that fresh bump on their 
head would be miraculously healed, too. 
When the Hives were at their hugest, 
they handpicked Reigning Sound to tour 
with them; now that Scion has become 
a bizarrely credible rock & roll label, it 
signed Reigning Sound to do an eight- 
song, not-quite-an-album EP. Alex’s 
Bar had two nights open for its 12th 
anniversary and wisely picked Reigning 
Sound to headline them both. 

Now relocated to Asheville, North 
Carolina, from his hometown of Memphis, 
Greg Cartwright has almost all he needs to 
be happy. Except—of course—one certain 
record, which he loved so much and so 
long that he ruined it, “Jimmy Lee’s T 
Ain’t Worried About Tomorrow’—I found 
it at a flea market when I was a kid, and I 
wore my copy out!” he says now. “There’s 
one on eBay now that’s stone mint—but if 
I get it, it’ll be in poor condition when I’m 
done with it!” 


When he goes out to 
flea markets or after-hours 
hotel rooms in search of 45s, 
he just wants that special 
kind of song that someone 
can love for a lifetime. 


After nearly two decades recording, 
what matters most to him—when he 
writes or when he just listens—is the song 
itself, whether it’s because of the way it 
was written or the way someone sang 
or just the sheer humanity of the thing. 
“Ain’t Worried”—which is a great song—is 
just one of the songs that’s rattling around 
in his head, destroying the part of his 
brain that’s supposed to tell him to do a 
fresh load of laundry, he laughs. 

When he goes out to flea markets or 
after-hours hotel rooms in search of 45s, 
he just wants that special kind of song that 
someone can love for a lifetime. And if you 
know anything about his discography (and 
if you don’t, start with Time Bomb High 
School) you’ll know that’s just what he 
aims to put on his own albums. Reigning 
Sound are a gloriously versatile band, 
as natural a vehicle for Stax-style soul 
stompers as ’60s fuzz freak-outs or slo-mo 
Rolling Stones-y ballads, but they’re 
recognizable in an instant no matter 
what—because of that Cartwright howl, 
those Cartwright hooks, that big-beat 
Cartwright heart. So believe me—even if 
he doesn’t And Jimmy Lee, he already has 
a song you’ve been looking for.

And lumping honest nonmonoga¬ 
mists—people who don’t lie or cheat—in with 
the likes of the Gingriches and Schwarzeneg¬ 
gers of the world, which whiny and insecure 
monogamists (who are not to be confused 
with reasonable and secure monogamists) are 
always doing, is simply unfair. Newt, same as 
Arnold before him, didn’t succeed at nonmo¬ 
nogamy; he failed at monogamy. 

Zooming out for a moment: The Gingrich 
campaign has presented the story of Newt and 
Callista’s courtship as a redemption narrative: 
Newt is a better man today thanks to Callista, 
he’s better suited to be president thanks to 
Callista, and he’s better prepared to defend 
traditional marriage thanks to Callista. She’s 
been described as a “devout Catholic” in every 
profile written about her—so devout that her 
love brought Newt to the one, holy. Catholic, 
apostolic, and ever-more-rabidly anti-gay 
church. So it seems to me that it’s fair to ask 
if Callista knew in advance that Newt was 
proposing an open marriage to his then-wife 
and approved of the arrangement. (It might be 
more accurate to say that Newt informed his 
second wife that she was already in an open 
marriage and asked if she wanted to remain 
in it.) Did Callista know about Newt’s open- 
marriage proposal? Did Newt bounce the idea 
off his devoutly Catholic mistress first? Maybe 
right after he finished bouncing himself off his 
devoutly Catholic mistress? 

Would the devout Catholic still be Newt’s 
mistress today if the second Mrs. Gingrich had 
agreed to remain in the marriage that Newt 
had already opened? 

This news alters the redemption narrative 
the Gingrich camp set before the voters. So 
questioning Callista about the open-marriage 
proposal—what did the mistress know and 
when did she know it?—seems like an entirely 
legit line of inquiry to me. 

Callista Gingrich, same as her vile husband, 
doesn’t believe that gays and lesbians should 
be equal under the law because, as a good 
Catholic, she believes that homosexuality is a 
sin and homosexuals should remain celibate. 
Well, the Catholic Church considers adultery, 
divorce and birth control sinful, too. Someone 
in the liberal media really ought to ask Callista 
to explain why her faith should place limits on 
my sexual expression, but not her own.
